Perhaps the safest opening at whist is 
the trump attack with short or weak 
trumps and all round strength or protec­ 
tio n In the plain suits. 
To this form of 
strategy the practitioner of the new whist 
frequently must resort when he has no 
long plain suit thut he cares to open and 
no short plain suit that he can start with­ 
out risk of sacrificing a valuab le card in 
it. 
Such hands are b y no means rare. 
Here is one that presented itself in a recent 
tournament of the New England Whist as­ 
sociation: Hearts (trump), 8, 6, 5; club s, 
Q, 5, 3; diamonds, A, K, 7, 3; spades, K, 
¿0, 3. This was the original leader’s hand. 
*The II J was turned. 
The memb er of the 
TFIowell Whist club who opened the hand 
did so with the H S. and he and his part­ 
ner won seven tricks. 
His opponent, a 
routine old school player, led the I) K, 
and then the D A. and this method of play 
yielded only four tricks, a loss of three as 
compared with the gamb it trump opening. 
Wo can very b riefly consider the b and 
in detail and see b y what train of reason­ 
ing the trump leader reached his decision. 
The diamond suit is the strongest element 
of the hand, b ut the two tricks in it will 
prob ab ly b e good at any time. 
The prob ­ 
ab ility of winning more than two tricks 
in the suit is very small, b ut it may l>e 
improved b y delay, and certainly will b o 
b y the exhaustion of trumps, if this can 
b e accomplished. 
Hut would an attempt 
to exhaust trumps b e safe, considering the 
b arely protected condition of the other 
plain suits? 
The skillful player answers, 
Yes.” 
Not only do b oth the club and 
the spade suits contain “ stoppers,” which 
should prevent the adversaries from mak­ 
ing a “ run ” in either, b ut it is a fact that 
the gamb it trump opening will render 
more prob ab le the winning of tricks with 
the C Q and the S K. 
In short, b ecause 
every plain suit 
is self protected the 
trump opening is quite unlikely to lose 
anything; b ecause none of the plain suits 
can l)e readily estab lished the trump lead 
is a favorab le resource in lieu of a plain 
suit opening. 
The play of the deal was as follows— 
first tlie tr u m p and then the diamond open­ 
ing.

FAM OUS R ECIPE. 


|o w th e H o b o k en T u r tle C lub C o n c o r b 
It* T im e H o n o red T u r tle So up. 
Good livers will b e interested in this 
recipe. 
By it 130 pounds of turtle will pro­ 
duce 30 gallons of soup, it is the recipe 
used b y the Hob oken Turtle club for 
many generations, 
and the original 
recipe is now iu tiie hands of the stew ­ 
ard of the c lub : 
Take a kettle of 30 gallons capacity 
and fill nearly full of water. 
Put in 8 
sets of calves’ feet (32), well cleaned, 
and 30 necks of t>ccf 
To this add 2 
dozen parsley, 1 dozen leeks, a half peck 
of small onions and sat and pepper to 
suit. 
Boil the whole to rags, ab out 20 
hours. 
Kill the turtle, scald off the thin out­ 
side glazed portion and takeoff fills. Put 
the shell, cut up into small pieces, into 
b oiling water until the citron comes off. 
Then add the turtle meat, also cut in 
small pieces. To this add the meat of 8 
calves’ heads which have b een suffi­ 
ciently b oiled to remove the skin. 
Strain off the stock through a fine 
sieve. Strain twice out of pot and b ack 
again. 
Now add citron and b oil three 
hours. Then add turtle meat and calves' 
b eads and b oil the whole until the cut 
ron is wliolly done. 
Add these spices: Quarter pound each 
of ground allspice, ground cloves, ground 
mace and ground nutmegs, a pound of 
sweet marjoram and the same of thyme 
and summer savory, with b lack and 
cayenne pepper to taste. • 
i 
P ut the spices into two small salt 
b ags and drop into the pot until satis­ 
factorily seasoned, taking out and put­ 
ting in again from time to time and 
occasionally squeezing the b ags into the 
pot. 
j 
After adding the turtle meat and 
calves’ heads b oil five hours until ail 
the sour taste is gone. Boil over a slow 
1 lire and b e sure to keep well stirred to 
avoid b urning. 
When cook» d and poured into vessels, 
; let it get perfectly cool b efore covering 
up or touching with a spoon. It should 
assume a gelatinous consistency. 
Keep 
it same temperature. Use 2 gallons each 
of claret, sherry and b randy.

of doing so much damage. It is well t o ; 
know that the potato, even when ab so 
lutely sound, contains a certain amount 
of a vegetab le alkaloid called solaniue 
The remarkab le point is that this sol- 
anine is much more ab undant in sum ­ 
mer than in w inter; whereas it amounts 
to .044 per kilogram from Novemb er 
to Feb ruary, it reaches the figure of .236 
in July and August. 
Tins evil would 
not b e very great if the production of 
the alkaloid were not still further in- ! 
creased b y the process of germination 
and putrefaction of the potato. Tho use 
of potatoes deteriorated in this way may 
give rise to cases of poisoning character- j 
izod b y vomiting, diarrhea, fever, di 
. 
lated pupils, convulsions and profuse 
sweating. 
It, is usually in the months of Juno 
and July that these accidents occur, at
